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Shakerism is a representation of the Faith, Doctrine and Life of the Pentecostal Church, established by 
the Evangel of Jesus Christ eighteen hundred years ago. In one respect it claims to go a little farther than the 
ancient Church, viz.: in that it allows woman an equal share in the administration of government and direc- 
tion in all matters pertaining to the Church, both temporal and spiritual.

The Divine Intelligence, in a scheme for the elevation and progress of mankind would necessarily 
choose that one which would secure the greatest good to the greatest number. : 

2nd.) “Without all contradiction the less are “blest ot the better.” (See Heb. 7, 7v.) 

To this organization, together with the rules and regulations necessary to its succesful operation, all are 
required to yield a ready and willing compliance. 

We all labor with our hands in whatever avocation it is considered we can do the most good, by those 
appointed to direct in these things. One or two and sometimes more societies, are under the direct care of one 
Board of Ministry, and generally, each family has a board of temporal and spiritual advisers for convenience, 
and the management of its local interest and concerns. But all our churches, societies and families are one 
Body of Believers in Christ and to all intents and purposes, are under the immediate charge of, and subject in 
all things temporal, economical, financial and spiritual, to the primary Board of Ministry at the Mother Church 
at Mount Lebanon aforesaid. These we call our parents in the Gospel and their government is that of love 
and wisdom alone. By a long experience of more than a century we have proven beyond all peradventure, thay 
this faith and doctrine and practical life will yield the peaceable fruits of righteousness and secure our 
a-tone-ment with God and raise us out of all fear and apprehension of the future, by furnishing us with a perfect 
salvation from all sin in the present. We have experienced the truth of the saying of the beloved apostle that 
“If we are faithful to confess our sins God is faithful to forgive us our sins, (not only) but to cleanse us from alj 
unrighteousness.” This is a Church wherein the members thereof can absolutely live without sin, and in perfect 
peace with God and their own conscience. Is not this a heaven on earth, here and now? I know these things 
are so, for I have lived this life nearly 70 years.— I have been a doer of the work and consequently know of the 3 

doctrine. The pangs of self-abnegation, to be sure, have to be suffered in the course of our Christian discipline, 
These cannot be parried. But they can be patiently passed through, and then everlasting peace is the result. 

Our selfish proclivities and passions, will of course clamor for their wonted supremacy and gratification 
for a season, but after a time “we return” from these painful experiences, “and come to Zion with songs of 
“everlasting joy upon our heads and all sorrow and sighing flee away.” And we hereby invite all who are 
weary and sick of the sins and shams, the violence and oppression, and the injustice lust and cruelty with 
which the world is reeking, to give us a call and see if we cannot do them good not only now, but for all time 
and all eternity. As we have freely received, so we freely give of the good word and fulness of God’s goodness
